It’s been almost five years 
now since the assassination of 
President John Kennedy, And 
though it’s been just a few months 
since the assassinations of Robert 
Kennedy and Martin Luther King, 
Jr., it seems that — ulready— 
conspiracy stories have lost their 
fashion. 

That was the impression from 
attending Mark Lane’s Sacramento 
State College speech on Wednes- 
day. Lane, who authored “Rush 
to Judgment’’ — the first signifi- 
camt critique-book of the Warren 
Commission Report— just didn’t 
lure the crowds. 

You had the feeling he'd have 
packed the gym not long ago, when 
conspiracy stories were as profuse 
as sex in the navion’s newspapers 
and magazines. 

But in October of 1968—with 
newspapers and magazines having

fairly well exhausted and re- 
hashed the topic — Lane could 
barely half-fill SSC’s Little 
Theater, 

You had the feeling it would be 
more humane to transplant 
the event to Physics 113, to give 
the impression of S.R.O, 

Lane’s speech could be given the 
after-title of ‘‘Anecdotes and Re- 
flections On Events Occurring in 
the Streets Around the Chicago 
Convention, With Some Sundry Pol- 
itical Observations,”

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Lane’s talk was chock-full of 
anecdotes from the streets of 
Chicago, But the anecdotes were, 
on occasion, somewhat hard to 
follow—again, there was feeling of 
indulging a boring (though famous) 
professor, that horribly impatient 
feeling you get when listening to 
an anecdote told by President John- 
son, 

It took a bit for Lane even to 
get into the Little Theater to 
speak, The local news media 
—including television, radio, and 
newspapers — corralled him 
outside, and detained him until ten 
minutes after the scheduled start- 
ing time of his speech. 

And perhaps that ten-minute 
delay was justifiable, The interest 
shown by the media far exceeded 
the interest shown by the audience 
—and the media brought Lane 
to a far more extensive audience, 

Lane, who is a presidential 
candidate in several states with 
Dick Gregory— on an Independent 
ticket—had some reflections on the 
term ‘‘law and order.”’ 

“Greg (Dick Gregory) and I 
don’t talk about law and order,” 
he noted, ‘‘but then we’re not 
running for sheriff of the United 
States.’’ 

He said that there was too much 
harping about Law and Order, with 
justice given far too little 
consideration. 

“The most orderly society was 
Hitler’s Third Reich—six million 
Jews died in a most orderly 


fashion,”’ 

And Lane advanced his 
discussion to the kind of law-and- 
order displayed on Chicago’s 
streets during the Democratic con- 
vention—* ‘It was all there, . tanks, 
water - cooled machine guns, 
soidiers with rifles,’’ 

Lane said he was terribly dis- 
gusted with the performance of 
the Democratic party. 

He said that McCarthy showed 
in the snows of New Hampshire 
a door for young persons to come 
in off the streets, and to discuss 
and resolve their differences with 
the system. 

“Wherever the forces of peace 
—represented by McCarthy and 
Kennedy—--met the forces of war 
— represented by Hubert Hum- 
phrey —on the ballot, the forces 
of peace were victorious,’’ Lane 
added that the repression at the 
Chicago convention was a reaction 
against the forces of McCarthy to 
prevent the young people from 
exercising representative govern- 
ment, 

But Lane was not merely dis- 
gusted with the Democratic party; 
he said that for Humphrey and 
Richard Nixon, there wasn’t much 
enthusiasm being generated in the 
campaign, ‘‘Except for George 
Wallace, the man who made racism 
respectabile."’ 

lane said that for the first 
with Wallace votes, we'll be able 
to have a bigot count in this country. 

But Lane sees one good thing 
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about the upcoming election— 
given the choice of Humphrey, 
Nixon, or Wallace, ‘', . . at least 
only one of them will be elected.’’ 

So Mark Lane had a lot to say, 
but it had been said before, in 
different form. And it had been 
said more eloquently before— 
would that instead of the stage 
flair of a Mark Lane, he had the 
flair of a Mark Twain. 

But then as long as we’re 
wishing, Kennedy, Kennedy, and 
King would be alive, and Lane would 
be out of business in the first 
place,

Rallying: Fun Sport For 
Chicken-Hearted Driver

Chicken-hearted would-be race 
drivers and quiet conservatives 
on a@ Friday night date may find 
themselves at the same place some 
evening: a rally, 

Rallying, which is becoming a 
very popular sport throughout the 
country, is the only non- racing auto 
sport. The rallyist is concerned 
more with the accuracy than the 
speed of his driving. 

There are two basic types of 
rallies: time and distance, and 
variety. Time and distance is 
just what the name implies — 
traveling a certain distance in ap 
exact amount of time. The course 
is divided into sections of varying 
lengths. The driver has 
instructions giving a recommended 
average speed and the time he 
is allowed, It isn’t as easy as it 
sounds when one must constantly 
revise this average speed to com- 
pensate for time lost in traffic 
jams or at stop signs. Drivers 
score one point for every second 
they are early or late in 
traveling that distance, The car 
with the fewest points wins the 
rally. It’s challenging, but safe, 
since cars never exceed the legal 
speed limit. 


Variety Rallies 


Variety rallying requires a keen 
eye for detail, The goal is to 
follow a specified course and 
locate correct course markers or 
landmarks, At the start, partici- 
pants receive a set of instructions, 
some clear snd some rather tricky. 
For instance, it is relatively 
simple to turn left at the first 
‘*T” shaped intersection that you 
find, On the other hand, finding 
a turnoff 20 telephone poles from 
@ particular landmark takes the 
monotony out of driving. 

As the driver proceeds down 
the course, he must find specific 
course markers, He records all 
the markers that he finds and gives 
his list to the scorer at the finish. 
The person who both negotiates the 
entire course correctly and finds 
all the correct markers, wins the 
rally. 

Rallying can be as simple or 
as complex as you wish to make 
it, Basic equipment is a pen, 
clipboard, flashlight and navigator, 
For the sake of competition, 
drivers are divided into classes 
in which lack of equipment or 
experience is considered, le- 
ginners may use the second hand 


of a wristwatch and a car's 
odometer to heep accurate time and 
distance, [-xperts may use such 
tools as a Twinmaster which 
records 1/1000 of a mile and a 








stopwatch for accurate timing. 

Since speed is not considered, 
a Volkswagen and a Corvette would 
be equally competitive in rally- 
ing. Competition is not limited 
to sports cars; the family Cadillac 
will do nicely, 

A rally is more than an auto 
sport, it is a social affair, At 
special times of the year, such as 
Halloween or Christmas, spon- 
soring clubs will stage parties at 
the end of a rally. Many of the 
driver-navigator teams inthe rally 
are a couple out on a date, 

If you have an adventurous 
spirit, but a somewhat less 
courageous constitution, why not 
give rallying’ try?
